Halifax, Nov. 5. — The Cunard s. earner Canada 
arrived here this evening, bringing Liverpool dates 

to Oct. 25.

Tbe Indian arrived on the 22d. i he'newa is mea- 
gre, the affairs of Naples being the only maittr of 
interest. 

The British fleet is somewhere in tbe Meditrra- 

nean. 

The French fleet remains at Toulon ready fi r 
sea. Meanwhile contradictory rumors are circula- 
ting saying the ministers will not leave Naples fi>r 
several months. Anorhcr asserting that a Fre. .oh 
envoy is announced to go to the Neapolitan gov- 
ernment. If he did not receive a sari-factory com- 
munication within two honrs he would present his 
lastj instruction:, mtan'n_- doubtless be would de- 
mand passports. 

The statement that the Czar bad urged Ferdinand 
to make concessione seems lo be confirmed. The 
Czar is said to have advised Feruinand to cnange 
his ministry to the tmst and moderation of Napo- 
leon as Mediator. 

Tbe A ustaian Gazette ssvs England demands of 
Naples a change of ministry, the abolition of the 
present police system, and also a ganeral amr.* sty. 
The same paper says thst France would be satisfied 
witn a generalamuesty. The hopes of the speedy 
reassembling of the Paris conference are shaken. 
The resistanoe is said to come from England. Par 
liaraent is farther proroged till the 15th December. 

Italy. — The Duke of Tii-cany, taking alarm at 
the demonstrations against Naples, appear* dis- 
posed to grant concessions to his people by reviving 
the Coi.stitutiou of ’48. 

Paris. — The Constitntionnel asserts that tbe 

Austrians are about to withdraw from Rome, oc- 
cupying only Aneonia and Bologna. 

Switzerland. — The Neufachatel prisoners are 
discharged.
